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I, Ilariy Gold, of 6823 Kindred Street, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, 
i:^:e the folloivin^ vol\mtary statonent to Richard E. Brennan and T. Scott 
• illsr, Jr«, Tfiio have identified thenselves to me as Special Agents of the 
Federal Bureau of Invcstication, United States Dopartnent of Justice. IIo 
threats or promises have been made me, and I realise that any statement I 
mal.o may bo used ayainst mo in a court of laiiV. I have been ad’/ised that I 
may seciu:'c the services of an attorney. 

In tlio summer of 1936 I made several inqiiirios concernin'^ tlie 
Comrjnist Party of the United States. At this tino I ras e.iployed'as a 
chemist by ttio Pennsylvania Sugar Coi:g>any, of 1037 Porth Dclarmrc Avenue, 
‘^Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, 

In the fall of 1936 I was visited at mj’- home by a nan itJio identified 
irhusolf as Paul Smith. lie said that ho understood that I ms a chemist, and 
he tnou-'.. tliat possibly I might be intorcsted in aiding in the pi'ociu’omsnt 
of industrial information for the Soviet Union. Tuis bepian a ucriod of 
industrial esi-ionage on ny part u’nich lasted itntil I 9 I 43 . Vy association 7 fith 
Smith was of relatively short duration, during -nhich time I furnis’ied him 
Tdth some data concerning processes that were being vrorked on in the laboratory 
of the Pennsylvania Sugar Company and subsidiaries . This data was as complete 
and factual as I could make it. 

Smith, whose n^e was obviously false, r^as followed in succession 
^ by tv,'o men, one of whom identified themselves as Fred, who had a pronounced 
Russian accent. 

In the early summer of 1933 the possibilities at Pennsylvania Sugar 
Company had pretty toII petered out, and I v/as several times pressed to try 
and obtain other sources of information. By this I mean people r/ho could 
furnish us ^vith technical data. Hovrever, in my circle of friends there wure 
none iriio were even the remotest likely candidate, and so I did notlu-ng. Tliis 
led Xoa brcal-L of over two years, during ifuicli tiiJic I attended college in 
Cincinnati. I graduated in 19k0. 

On m:,' return , to I’iuladelpliia I tris again contacted by tlxc people 
with -itiom I had worked before. I was called on the phone in July, 19lj0, 
and I went dovci toivn to see this nan, wiio turned out* to bo Jacob Golos. 
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He asain pres 50 d ne to continrae the T?ork vri-iicli I had done previously, ajjd I 
agreed. IIoiTever, it iras pretty sporadic in nature, and, Trith the exception 
of the one contact that he gave ne, Abrahaia Hrothman, nothing niuch caiae of 
it. I r^s supposed to get inforaation of a technical nature fron Brothaan, 
but very little came of that, simply because he was extremely unreliable in 
getting material together. He gave me some data on mixing equipment tdiich 
■was practically all his design, and it seemed to me that practically every- 
thing he gave me at any time was his oim invention or design. Brothnan 
kept pressing me on several occasions, and wanted to know about the possibility 
of his doing consulting work for the Soviet Union on an open basis, as a 
private individual, and they acting as representatives of their government 
to this company, and whenever I mentioned it to the people vri.th whom I was 
in touch they discounted the idea and wouldn’t listen to it at all. 

I never told Crothman of my association vdth the Soviet Union, but 
I think that he suspected it because of the way that I operated — I introduced 
myself by another name. 

I knew Goloo fob a very brief time, and he vras followed very shortly 
by a man called Sam about the end of 19U0. It was with Sam that ay association 
continued uninterruptedly as a contact. I used to meet Sa.m almost always in 
llovr York. Sometimes,’ very rarely, he vrould cone to Philadelphia, but usually 
it Tras' in Hew York, usually on a street corner that we net. Horaally rre went 
for a Trail:. Sometimes, but rarely, w© had something to eat. Sail did not 
liavo a Hussian accent, but I had an idea he vras a Russian. 

Shortly after I mot Sam he told me that there '.ras not much purpose 
to continuing this vrark in general, and that the best tjiing I could do would 
be to forget about it, and tliis state continued from late 19li0 ixntil the fall 
of 19lfL, after Russia was attacked by Geriiiany. Hien Sam called me up, I net 
him, and he told me that we had to begin an intensive cajnpaign for obtaining 
information for the Soviet Union. This happened about a couple of months 
after Russia v/as attacked by Germany, At that time I made a half-dozen trips 
to upper Hew York state, namely, Syracuse, Rochester, and Buffalo. I Tras to 
transmit information— I acted as a go-between. 

.7/hat I did on each of these occasions was to obtain information 
from someone that I didn't know but -rfio was, I'm pretty sure, an American, 
a native, and I gave it over to Sam, or sometimes not to Sam but to someone 
who I did not know by name or anything. I just got it and either I received 
material wliose nature I did not know except that they were very bulky packets, 
and in a matter of hours, or scmietimes even minutes, turned it over to a 
third person, sometimes Sara. There was one man that I saw tTri.cc in Rochester, 
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one nan that I saiv trace in Buffalo, and tiiero rfeiye tvo others that I satr 
once, and I jot the definite iii^ircssion in each case that they -were native 
Jlaoricans. Gonetincs I travelled iTitli the information from one city to the 
adjacent one, tliat is, say, from Rochester to Buffalo before taming it 
over. 


In verj early 1?^ I was told by San that I ^ms to undertake an 
extremely important effort. This was to be'Trork of so critical a nature 
that I vras to think trace and three tines ber 5 ^j.l^e-\^g^spoke a rrord con- 
cerning it to anyone, or before I nade a nove7«^cfore i spojee to anyone 
concerned In it. He didn't elaborate on what the nature of the work actually 
'.vas but he gave me the details of an arrangement ^'vhereby I met Doctor KLaus 
Fuchs. This meeting took place on the east side of Heir York on a Saturday. 

As I recall, the arrangements for actual recognition included the fact that 
I was to carry a pair of gloves in one hand, plus a green-covered book, and 
Dr. Fuchs r.*as to carry a hand ball in one hand. I cannot recall whether San 
gave me Dr. Fuchs' name, he may have. In any event, we met in, I believe, 
late February or early March of I introduced myself to him as ?ja:/nond. 

He never used the name. Me knew it was a phony. He introduced himself to 
me as Klaus Fuchs, 


We went for a brief walk and then took a cab uptown to a restaurant 
around 3d Avenue in the SO's, where we had dinner, but we did not speak iiruch 
there. Aftenvards vre went for a walk, during which we completed arrangements 
lor further meetings, ibnong these arrangements yiere: 

1. T/e vrerc to be extremely careful and never 
meet in a restaurant again. 

.2, Wc were only to meet for as brief a period - 
as Tai3 necessary to complete vjhatover we 
had to do. 


3. Bach meeting included complete arrangements 
for further meetings and provisions vrere 
made for alternate dates and places, but ivc 
Trere never to meet in the same place tTidco. 


He told me during the first and second meetings that he was ivith 
the British Mission working rdth the Iljanhattan Engineer Project. He also 
explained to me the nanpoiTCr set-up of the British group as he knew it. He 
told me that they ivere working oh ^tjJjgjSeMiration of isotopes, and it seems 
to me that there was at least ‘ m^o y co xlne '^eventual utilization of the enerj^’’ 
produced by nuclear fission in the form of a weapon. One thing he told me 
on many occasions was t^.at they worked In extremely tight compartments, and 
that one group did not know what the other group iras doing, iliis I can 
verify by the fact that he told me that he tho\ight that there was possibility 
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of a large-scale installation for isotype separation projected for future 
development soneiThere, he thought, doT,Ti in Georgia or Alabama- This, of 
course, later turned out to be Oak Ridge. 

■i The second necting TTith Fuchs consisted of an amplification of 

our ai’rangcments for meeting and a description by Fusilis of the ' 

set-up of the Manhattan Engineer Project. ^ 

During those first Uro meetings ncitlicr Dr. Fuchs nor I made 
any direct reference to his supplying me '.■rith information, but it nas core 
or less mutually understood that he ivas to supply.me rath infonnation from 
the TTork he vras doing. 

The second meeting took place TiitVi Fuchs a fevr rrceks folloiang 
the first one somevherc in Upper Manhattan. Successive meetings took place 
in a number of vddclj’’ separated localities, including the Broruc, Broo3:lyn, 
llahhattan, and Queens. There -sTere, in all, until the summer of a 

total of in the neighborhood of fiTjo meetings, on at least tTO of Tvhich 
occasions I obtained (from Dr. information. This consisted of a n\ijnber 

of folded sheets of paper containing (during one brief glance that I took 
on one occasion) mathematical equations idiich seemed to concern mathematical 
derivations. This data I tximed over to, I believe, Sam’s successorj John. 

I TTOuld like to add that Sam was succeeded by a man named John 
shortly after I met Dr. Fuchs. I do not believe that I ever turned anj' 

■’ information over to Sam. 

On the occasions "vvhen I t\rrned over information v3hich I had 
obtained from Dr, Fuchs, the time interval involved ras very shortj by 
short I mean a half-hour at the most.

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The exact dates that the ini'omation -was civen to me in 
i'Jeiv Yorh by Dr. Jtchs I cannot accurately say, except that they 
Y.'ere probably between April and Juine or Jnl;’' of In Auyr.st 

^ oT 19i4t Dr. Puchc failed to show up fer his scheduled ncetin,^, 

Tais 'was to be in the vicinity of a iriovie theater ne.ar the bastern 
ParlciYay in Brooklyn. He did not show up for tlic alternate appoint- 
ment and I hc^ no rcans of telliny, where he had j;one, though he 
had mentioned That he was duo to leave for another location. The 
onl:'^ information he had ivas that he thought it was somev.here in 
]!exico, not Hew Mexico. John then obtained the information v;hcr-eby 
he was once more enabled to get in touch irith Dr. Fuclis, Ho gave 
me the address o.f a Hrs. Heineinann in Cambridge, Massachusetts, 
who is, I believe. Dr. Fuchs' sister. I went to see her in Dopi-r;’^ 
her of IPliJi. The famil;' was array on vacation, I did see her t;ic 
second tii.ic that I went to Cambridge, which was in the fall of Iphlj. 

I told her ti>at I was a friend of Dr. Fjchs; that I hart met him in 
Nov Torltj that I hapnoned to be passing through Boston on business 
and I just wondered if she knew where Klaus was, I used here the 
sajTje name that I had used on meeting Klaus, which Tvas Ra;/nond, She 
told r-,e that IQaus vras dtie about Cliristmas time, rras veiy fond of 
Itrs. Heinamann's children and he had written her that he, w-ould be 
coming hone about tliat time. She did not tell me where he vras ex- 
cept that it wan somewhere out v;cst. So, I left an envelope c.ontr-.in- 
ing a nai-i- aiic? telephone nv.mber in ; aiiiattan. This none i thinl; 

have contained the first name "Jerome" or at least a n'-ro vdt!i 
a "J" and •.t.s somev.-hat sirailar- to Kaplun (phonetic). This is net' 
the name. About all that I can say about it is that it- evokes a 
fnrd.liar sound - a familiar momorp'’ chox-d, 

John got in touch with mo emd said t'-,at 
we had hoard frov'. Dr. Fuchs, I rvent tv; to Conbrid-o and sa.- Klaus 
there, h'c told me t 1 he '.v:.s weririny .v.t a piece crlled Los Alamos 
in H'.r.v herJ-co, he said scnc distance from Cnnta Fc. lie also r;avc 
no irritten information at that time and we made an ai'rangeinent to 
ir*eet in June of that year in Santa Fe. This iiicetin:; took place in 
the home of Irs, lieincKuinii in Caxrbridge, Massachusetts, but she was 
not present at the time of our conversation. The vrhnlc ncctlng was 
of very brief duration. Before I met Dr- Ihichs on this occasion, I 
v;as given a sum of approximately -Jl^OO, as 3 recall, to offer to . 

Dr. Fuchs, should he need it! I was told to -be very diplomatic 
about this r^.ttcr sc as not to offend him. Mo turned it dovex cold. 

He turned dr/m cold even my tentative offer, so t}iat when I roturued 
to Hew Yorlc, I gave the money back to John, aloir; vdth tiic .InfepTurtion 
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T.^iich P-achs had T.ie at this tine. 

IXirin^ my vacaticn in June oi I ~'ent to -lanta Fo 

, via Albuquerque and net li\achs there, ife cavo me anc-ther set cf 
data and v/e agreed to ncet E"-ain in late Septeri'cr of the Game year 

in Santa Fe. I tool: this infomation had: v.-itli me to A'ev; York and 

rrave it to John, Our com'crsation there tvas c::trertel;.'' brief and 
even thei'e, as r;hcn ho loorked in TJer; York, he Wris c'ubioue about the 
poGsibilities for anj' real and liiDediate utilisation of atomic enorf^^ 
in the form of a v/eapon. I do not exactly recall the circuristancoG 

under T.'hich I turned this infornation over to John in Ilr''"? York. I 

traveled to Albuquerque on this first meeting via train to Chicago, 
then by train to Albuquerque, and finalli'- by bus to Santa Fe. l.^r 
> ineetinn vith Dr. Fuchs r;as on Saturday afttimoon. T h J >ii ' nn ■ 

I'~p r~tiy : of b^rta Fc -y Then I rctvu'ned from - artta ?c tC' Albuquerque 
by bus on the sane day. As I recall, I slept in t)ic halJLv.'aj'- of a 
rooming house T.-herc those ’.vho vere unable to obtain hotel accomoda- 
tions were bedded, I returned the . fcllc.vinq day from Albuquerque 
to Chicago and tlien via Chicago by plane to either Nev/ York or V'ash- 
inqton and then by train to Philadelphia, This juabled up method of 
travel r:as neceseitated by the traveling contlitions at t’sat 

Hero, I v'ould lilco to make the foUovdnq statesient: All 
of the c:q:cns-:’S involved in ar^' of th: v:orl: that 1 did ’."eiT! paid fer 
by no entifely out of liry ovm f\mds, Imnediatcly upon iq,' return to 
\xr- York, I turned over the infoiriation Fuchs h<?d yiven l e, 

to John, The nc;:t meeting rdth Dr. Fuchs tool: place in late -bptc:\- 
ber X9li$* I a-ain met him in Santa Fe, this time on the cutsliirts. 
lie had a car, a ratlier dilapidated affair, Tiiich he had bprrov.ud, 
and v/e conducted all of oin^ conversation in it. Ho gave r.c seme 
infornaticn again. Also, he told me he had boon prosont at .the 
initial large-scale trial of nuclear fission at Alamogordo in IJc’.v 
"c;:ico, and also dcscribocl to no the trenor.dcus vondcrmc-nt that had 
desc ended upon even thnso v.-ho had tJie most intimate Irnoulodge of 
the potentialities of the weapon — most especiall}'' on the occacicn 
of the dropping of the boTih on Hiroshima, It is my best understand- 
ing that he v;as acUnlly present v.-ith the group or c. rtr.:inly near 
the group that set off the trial bonib at Alamogordo. 
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Dr. Puchs told me also at this time that he Tsould probabl 7 return 
to'England soon but that by paying a call to his sister I could a scertain 
. Just Tjhen, This statement may not be completely accurate in thwsense, 
it also seems to me that he gave a definite time, about Christmas reek of 
i-v*' 2Sh5 when he expected to again be in Cambridge. 

In early evening I returned by bus to Albuquerque and got an early 
morning plane from Albuquerque to Kansas City* Tliere, I had to transfer to 
a train which took me to Chicago and I rent from Chicago by way of New York 
Central to New York. From Her York I rent to Philadelphia and no more than 
several days later, turned over the ini'ormation that Dr* Fuchs had given lae 
to John in Hew York City. To the best of iqy recollection, it was out beyond 
Jackson Heights sosaewhere in Queens where I turned this information over to 
John. 


Here again, I rould like to repeat vdiat I previously said, that 
this Jumbled up method of ^travel was necessitated by the lack of facilities 
at that time and heavy travel at that time and was not intended as a means of 
throwing anyone off ny trail. 

This was thie last time that I saw Dr. Fuchs or obtained information 

from him. 


I made either one or two attempts to sec Dr. Fuchs again at the home 
of his sister. This effort ras not successful in that he was still in Hew 
liexico. After the possible second attempt rhich ras in eitlier late January 
or early February, 19^6, my scheduled appointment to report to John did not 
take place. This ras to be at the Earle Theater in the Bronx, New York. 

I never saw or heard from John again. 

In summary, to the best of my recollection, Dr, Fuchs gave me 
information on five occasions. iWo times in New York in the Spring and 
Summer of once in Cambridge in very early 19h5j probably January 

and twice in Santa Fe, the first time in June, the second time in late 
September, both 19l;5* On each occasion I subsequently turned this information 
over to John, It is possible, although I doubt it, that Sam received from 
me the first information which I had obtained from Dr. Fuchs, 

During ay association with Dr. Fuchs, Sam and John, I fully 
realized that the information rhich Dr, Fuchs was supplying me and Thich I 
turned over to Sam or John was for the benefit of the Soviet Union. I also 
surmised that the information concerned the separation of isotopes and the 
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subsequent «rcieir#^f ission to release tremendous amounts of energy even 
in -the form of a weapon, 

I began the work of industrial spying for the Soviet Union in 1936 
with the full realization of irhat I was doing. I thought that I would be 
helping a nation whose final aims I approved, along the road to industrial 
strength. Particularly, was I taken with the idea that whatever I did would 
go to help make living conditions far more advanced along the road as we know 
them here in the United States, To amplify, I felt that the industrial 
set up of a Nation which had only very recently begun to get aiy kind of a 
basic industry going, was so far inferior to Tdiat existed in other countries, 
that aiything that I could do would be helpful. 

Sometimes I was struck by doubts, twofold in nature; 

Number one - Especially early in ay association from 1936 to 
1938 it seemed that the information I was turning over was exceedingly'^ non- 
utilitarian but I was always assured that it was well received. 


Second, the one fear that troubled me during the entire time from 
1936 on was the possibility that in the event of exposure xay family, which 
had no idea, not even the very slightest, of the work I was engaging in, would 
be completely and horribly disgraced. 

This affair grew and as I imagine is the case Tfith dealings of such 
a nature, I got so involved that even had I wanted to. It would have been 
extremely difficult to get out. However, I would like to qualify "this last 
statement by saying, while on several occasions I did desire to once and for 
all stop doing this work, that I never once actually suggested it to any of the 
people with whom I worked. The longest break in all this time was the two 
year period when I went to school in Cincinnati, 1938 to 19h0. 


Vy reaction to the work that I did with Dr, Fuchs was tv/ofold 
in nature. On the one hand I felt that as an ally, I was only helping the 
Soviet Union obtain information that I thought it was entitled to* I was 
troubled even by this, but I persistently put any thoughts out of ay 
mind and as I have previously said, I was in so deep that I was, to a 
certain extent, bewildered and didn’t know what to do. Secondly, the 
realization that I was tiirning over information to another power concerning 
a weapon was so frightening that the only thing 1 could do was to shove it 
away as far back in ny mind as I could and simply not think on the natter at 

all, V 

To amplify somewhat, what I did except during the periods when 
I actually had to plan to meet Dr, Fuchs or to transmit Tdiat he gave me to 
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John, -was to simply blot out of ay mind as well as I could any thoughts 
whatever on the subject. I hoped^ people do, that atomic energy 

would never again be cn^jloyed as a weapon* 


I would like to state that so far that I succeed in keeping this 
whole matter from my thoughts, that some of the feeljjgs 1 ^ve just stated 
are mQre ox less recent ^ ^ i 


I would like now to make as absolute a statement -as possible concern- 
ing tile foUorring: 


Neither uy mother, father nor brother ever had the slightest 
inkling that I was ever engaged in ary woiic of such a nature, either 
industrial espionage or the later affair with Br, Fuchs* This represented a 
considerable strain to keep concealing frcaa them over so long a period 
but I did succeed by one maneuver or another and as of even this minute, 
they have not the vaguest* idea what went on * ^ same applies to any people 
that I have known ,a^ been in intimate con^t,^and have worked side by side 
with, and have been ^bse friends with,OTer the period of the last lli years* 
This parrticularly applies to people with vdiom I worked either in industrial 
laboratories or more recently, in medical research* 

The one possible exception to the above is my former employer 
and acquaintance, Abraham Brothman and while I surmised that he suspected 
that I had given industrial processes to the Soviet Union, still he bad not 
the slightest idea of ay work with Dr. Fuchs* 






lii additicn to the previous nine pages in this statement, I TTish 
to make the follovrLng additional statements. 

; . On H7 final visit to the Heineraann's home in Cambridge, Massachusetts, 

I Wry briefly met Robert Heineraann. This is the only time that I ever saiv 
him, . 


Ihc entire idea of the underhanded work required in the industrial 
and subsequent spying was always very repugnant to me. I alv/ays considered 
myself as just a worker in a particular field requiring some degree of 
technical skill and diligence; and I have been most happy when I was just 
left alone in the laboratory to work. I always looked forward to the time 
when such actions as I have described in the body of this statement vrould 
no longer be necessary. I even expressed that to the people with whom I was 
in contact, and they agreed. This is not an attempt to shift any of the blame 
for ray actions airay from me.

LEWIS at the Philadelphia General Hospital, which adjoins the l)hi- 
versity of Pennsylvania Campus, and Dr. COHEU of the University of 
Pennsylvania Medical School staff, had been conducting a cardiagraphic 
experiment on some dogs and that it was necessary to bleed these dogs 
at irregular hours. Dr. LEWIS had gotten married and GOLD had offered 
to take his place in bleeding the dogs. ... 

that Captain RYAN felt that GOLD ■ ■ > 
was the individual who had attempted to enter the Medical School build- 
ing several mo ^h s ago b^,„could give no explanation for his desires 
at that time.

MRS. ATWELL advised that she had no pereonal knowledge of tripe, vacations, or 
other activities of COLD, and had aerely set him through her friendship with 
IjOOKABOUGH and MISS BEATRICE M. SCHIED. MISS SCHIED la a chemist at the WILLIAM 
AMER COMPANY, 215 Willow Street, Philadelphia, and had formerly been employed at 
the PhiladeljMa General Hospital. zj , A 


MRS. ATWELL stated that these three individuals, i.e. herself, ^JEAN LOOKABOUGH, 
and MISS SCHIED had been claBsmatas and through LOOXABDUQi had become acquainted 
with GOLD. MRS. ATWELL stated that JEAN LOOKABOUGH had done some typing for GOLD 
In the preparation of a •eientific paper, the nature of which was unknown to her 
(MRS. ATWELL). She pointed out that the typewriter used was her pereonal type- 
writer which ehe still owned and retained at 1522 Mount Vernon Street. MRS. ATWBIL 
was unable* to provide further Information relative to XLD or hie activities. 


On 5/26/50, the writer interviewed MISS BEATRIX K. SCHIED at her rtace of employ- 
^ment, the WILLIAM AKER MANUFACTURING XMPAKY, 215 Willow Street. SCHIED ad- 
— Vised that ehe met HARRY XLD at the Pennsylvania Sugar Cwipany in^te 1943 or 
* early 1944, which meeting was -nadc though JEAN LOOKABOUGH, now MRS, JOHN GLAD- 
FELTER. KISS SCHIED advieed after eeveral meetings with XID at various social 
affairs, the dates of which she could not recall, XLD had asked her for dates, 
which she turned down. She stated the last time that she net XLD was In August 
of 1948, at which time he appeared at the residence of MRS. MARY ATWELL, 1522 
Mount Vernon Street, MISS SCHIED^S residence at that time, to thank her for ob- 
taining a position at the Philadelphia General Hospital for him. 


MISS SCHIED explained that she had been employed for a period of about one and one- 
half years at the Philadelphia General Itospital as a laboratory technician and 
chemist, and had terminated her emplc^rment at that establishment In the middle of 
1946. She stated she had heard that there was a vacancy for a bio-chWst and 
knew that HARRY XLD, who at that time was enployed in Hew York, was {inning to 
return to Philadelphia and leave ouch enployment. She informed XLD of the vacancy 
and told him to see the head of the Research Department at the hospital. She stated 
that she had recommended GOLD for enployment at the hospital; however, this reeois- 
mendation was based merely upon statements made by other chelate — imrosly, JEAN 
IDOKABOUGH and HDRREiLL DOUGHERTY* She stated she had no personal knowledge of his 
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Ability; however, felt that her friends were reliable in their sUtoients. 

She, therefore, recoonended hinto the hospital and later Xsamed that he bad 
obtained the position. 

Rslatire to MORRELL DOUGHERTT, MISS SCHXSC advised she was not well aciiualnted 
with hlJB but knew that he was a veiT' close /rlend of HARRI GOLD and JEAN LOCNU* 
BOUGH, and if sjrQrone did know about GOLD'S activities these two Indiidduals 
should. 


MR. MARTIN J. 3CHIH), 1505 Arch Street, Morristown, ?a., was interviewed by 
the SCHIED’S place of emplcyaent. Sears A' Roebuclo Company, in Morris* 

town. Nk. SCHISD had no personal Information concerning GOLD, according to 
, his statements, and advised he had never met GOLD, but bad beard his daughter, 

/ BEATRICE SCKIED^ and MARY AIWELL speak of him on several occaeions. 

Efforts to locate FREDERICK STETSON at 6347 Mayne Avenue were unsueceesful. 


MR. HENRI SKLAR, manager of the apartskents at 6347 Mayne Avenue, adviaed that 
STETSON had left the Philadelphia area aiproxlaiately in 1943, sioving to Omaha, 
Nebraska* SKLAR advised he has learned that STETSON has since moved fran 
Omaha; h^ver, was unable to provide an exact address in Omaha or subsequent 
addresses.

-rfhe writer interviewed MR. RICHARD B. B0WER5,[^3 ELeton Street, fomerly of 
1 1828*73i^ Avenue, who was esployed by the Penned vania Sugar Conpany tram 1936 
i through 1942* BOWERS advised that he became acquainted with GOLD in 1937 f at 
which time GOLD was employed in the laboratory at the Pennsylvania Sugar Coapany. 
However, he did not become well acquainted in that he did not like the way GOLD 
Operated. He pointed out that GOLD was very close with MORRELL DOUGHERTY and 
JEAN LOOKABOUGH. 


BOWERS stated that GOLD and DOUGHERTY were such close friends that they were 
referred to* as the hGold Dust Twins”. He stated that DOUGHERTY and GOLD eor- 
reeponded with each other when GOLD went to Ohio to attend the Xavier College 
.in 1933 to 1940. , . 

BOWERS stated that GOLD was very close>mouthed and while at Penn^lvanla Sugar 
CompaiQT mrked in a small laboratory that was sat off from the rest of the 
laboratories of the company. - 

BOWERS advised he left the enploy of the Pennsylvania Sugar Conpany on Dscember 
31* 1942, to enter the United States Amy Air Force, and returned to the esploy 
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«f\he comptryr in December, X945. He eUted COLD we etill emplt^ed the 
Penneylvania Sugar Con^jaiijr at that time. However, he did not become trail 
acquainted, pointing out that GOLD and DOUGHERTT tried to eteal acme of the 
laboratory equipment. BOWEES reported thia theft to ROBERT 1U30N, Superin- 
tendent of the Alcohol Plant, and the Utter Individual made GOLD and DOUGHERTY 
return the equipment. As a result of this incident, COLD and BOWERS did not 
remain on speaking tame. 


BOWERS pointed out that JEAN LOOKABOUGH took over his position irtiile he i 



This information ie submitted to indicate the close relationship beti 
DOUGHERTY, LOOKABOUGH, and GOLD. 
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On l^ay 26, 1950, the writer Interviewed Krs. JACK (aADFS-TER, aee 
HDGIM UARGAnEX LOOKABAUGh, at her residence, 181^ South Alden Street, 
Philadelphia, Pa., and the foUcmlng infnnsation was obtained: 

She was bom in Philadd.phia February 23, 1921 and resides with her 
parents at the above address, telephone SAratoga 9-81*33. Her emnloy- 
Bent at the Pennsylvania Sugar Coeinany covered a Tieriod from July 
l5, 19li2 to February 1, 191*6 when all of the employees in the labor- 
atory where ahe worked were dismissed because of the f^ant closing 

Her nosition was that of Assistant Chemist. About Hovanber, 19l*2, ' 
REGINA LOOKABAUGH Started working in the same laborator:/- with HARET 
GOLD and J^ORRiLL BOUGHLKTY. She described GOLD as a quiet, considerate, 
well liked and a type of nerson who was an extremely hard worker, He 
was Interested in baseball, music and was not reticent in discussing 
his personal life. . . 

In the discussions regarding his personal life, he many times discussed 
attending Xavier University, of having had a very hard time financially 
and other similar Incidents such as have been described in the papers, • 
During the entire time that she knew GOLD he had never said or dene 
anything which caused her to question his loyalty in any way, 

V.r8, GLADFELTER pointed out that tftortly after she went to work for 
the Pennsylvania Sugar Company, probably about the early part cf 19l*3, 
GrLD Invited her to attend the Ice Follies, which she did. She 
stated that he aonoarod to be interested in continuing social re- 
lations, but that the above incident was the only time ahe ever 
accompanied him socially because of religious differences, GOLD being 
Jewish idiile she is Catholic, She pointed out, however, that while 
she was with him, GOLD was a perfect gentleman* 

Uith respect to social activity of GOLD, she related that at work 
various (wies usod to tease him about a red-headed girl vdiose Identlly 
was unknown to her. She stated that GOLD also used to go out occasion- 
ally with a girl named VAIUAN (last name unknom) whom ahe 
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thought resided on Sanson Street in the vicinity of LUth Street, ^She 
could furnish no further inf omatien. regarding MARIAH, ond indicated

According to Mrs. QLADFiLTER, GOLD'S Closest friend -without question 
at the Pennsylvania Sugar Conpany eas MORRILL DODOHEETy, GOLD and 
DnuGHERTY .eorlced side by side all the time and were continuously 
together both at irorH and socially. She stated that GOLD’S other 
friends at the Painsylvania Sugar Comoany'iiith whom he frequanU.y 
aasocUted were SANDY IRWIN , CLAREitCE'^ ^T and TCMF^OI^N, 

With resoect to GOLD'S absences fma the Pennsjavania Sugar Company 
both on business and vacations, Mrs, OLAIFHLTER was unable to furnish 
any definite Infoimation regarding any vacation taken py GOLD. She 
pointed out that ahe recalled a busdness trio he aade to Illinois 
either to or near Chicago where OCLD and DnUGKERTT visited a plant 
waking Red Star yeast. She was unable to state the tine of this trip, 
but recalled that another Lab employee at -the Pennsylvania Sugar Compmy, 
one liALTER RACHELS, died of a heart attack while OCLD and DODGHERTI were 
away. 

It- was T^rs. OLAlFELTER's recollection that at about the same tine as 
the above described trip, GOLD and DOUOhIRTY also made a trip on 
official business to a Kentucky destination which is the location of 
Segrans Distilleiy, 

It was ascertained from Vrs, OLADFELTER that she tyoed sone kind of a 
treatise or paper for 0%D on the Thermal Diffusion of Cases and that 
to the best of her recollection, this was probably typed during the 
year of 19U5. She exolained that she did not know anything aboixb the 
contents of this article and, therefore, could give no opinion on viiat 
it might have dealt with. She explained that while she eras employ 
as on Assistant Chemist, she knew very little about chemistry having 
received a degree in Home Econcmics and merely took chemist jy courses 
because it was a requtreroaht in order to receive a degree. 

In atput April or May of 19l^, Mrs, GLADFILTER received a call from 
OCLD at which time he advised her of the possibility of obtaining a jeto 
with Brothman Associates in New York City. Inasmuch as she was out of 
work at the time, she visited the office of Brothman Associates in 
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H«n York, «t irhich time she ascertained that the available v»rk in- 
volved plastics, Inasmich as she felt that she did not know enough 
about Chemistry to handle such work, she did not continue in her 
efforts to obtain such a position.

Mrs. MAH^fKY added that for some reason, 
she never fslt comfortable in his presence and only spoke to him 
on matters regarding their work In the laboratory. Mrs. MAapNEY 
went on to say that she was quite surprioed to hear lhat-he2S^^ 
•py- and stated that shs could hardly believe it when she iwd the 
papers inasmuch as he was so mild mannered that she Just didn't 
think him to be the type, Mrs. MAHONEY continued by stating that 
she could not recall OOLD having taten a vacation during the 
time she was employed at the Pennsylvania Sugar Company, but added 
that he probably took one while she was there. She added that 
she had never heard him discuss vacation, travels and other actlv- 
lUes and stated again that ahs had never talked with him except 
on laboratory business. 
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Mrs. tlAH0NE7 mnt on to otAto that one JRAN LOOKRRBAUQH 
(phonetic) who has since aarrled and resides at 1841 South Alden 
Strsot, Philadelphia, Pa., as Mrs* J8AN ^ATFALTRH, was otie of 
the female laboratory assistants who knew (CLD quite well and 
conversed with him on frequent occasions. VAHOFJEY added that 
krs. QIATFALTBR would probably knew QOLD be tier than anyone, who 
worked at the laboratory with the exception of Dr. DOUQIBRTY. 

Regarding Dr. DOUOHEHIT, IIAHCWRY stated that be appeared 
to be a very close friend of OOLD'a, and stated that they often 
worked together. She believed DOUQHERTY to be Intimately acquainted 
with GOLD and stated that it was undoubtedly quite a shock to 
nXJGHERTf to hsar of GOLD'S arrest. 

Subsequent to Uie interview with lire. UAHCNEY, an 
•ffort was made to locate Jllss VARY COLLINS, idio also allegedly 
worked with HARRY GOLD. Mrs. MAHCKRY advised the writer that MARY 
COLLINS had left the 2004 Godfrey Avenue addrees, and had moved to 
301 Wsst Cambria Street. 

Investigation in the vicinity of 301 Sfest Cambria 
Street revealed that a few years ago a COLLINS girl had operated 
a restaurant at that address and had resided in the rear of ths 
restaurant. The Individual operating the above restaurant advised 
that he understood that MARY COLLINS had departed Philadelphia and 
had gone to another state* Additional investigation will be.ecn- 
fhieted to locate the idiersabouts of MARY COLLINS* 

In the vicinity of 4716 "If Strsat, Phila(telphia, It 
was ascertained that CLARSNCE HUNT had moved from that address 
In January of 1950, Subsequent investigation disclosed that HUNT 
presently resides at 547 Tan ^irk Street, Phlladeli^ia. However, 
ths writer appeared at the ^T residence on two occasions during 
the afternoon of 5/26/50, to find no one at home. Wei^bors advised 
that they had no idea where ths IRMTS might be and stated they did 
npt know whare Mr. HUNT worked. Additional investigation will also 
be conducted to locate CLARRNCB HUNT,

J FERGUSON stated that because of the nuraber of years which have elapsed 
his dates might not be exactly correct} however, he furnished the 
following information concerning his association with GOLD. 


He first became acquainted with GOLD in 1930 then GOLD was snnloyed 
as a bottle washer. From 193li or 1935 for apnroxiroatdLy two years, 
he worked alone with GOLD at the Siboney Distillery and was teaching 
him the art of making yeast for beer mash. They worked together 
for atjoroximately two years, at which time GOLD returned to the 
Pennsylvania Sugar laboratory. Shortly thereafter, GOLD went to '• 
school in Cincinnati and noon comoletion of his course, he worked as 
a Chemist. i^l-RGUSOii did not know the exact location where OCU) 

•worked, but stated that he thought it was in some soap factotyy 

Following this emoloyment, Qd.!) returned to the Pennsylvania Sugar 
Company, and about 1911}, Pennsylvania Sugar was sold to the national 
Sugar Company of Hew Tork. After the company dianged hands, practically 
ali employees, including GOLD, were laid off. According to FERGUSOw, ^ 

he had lost contact with OCfLD since 19Ui until about May 8, 1950. 

On this occasion, FERGUSOt^ stated he was obtaining heart treatments 
at the Philadelphia General Hospital and the room in which be was , 
obtaining the treatments was adjacent to Hr.

WEBER intro- 
duced the agents to Mr. JOSEPH R. EOGERT, Production Manager of the 
conpany, who assured the agents that the eoepai^ would cooperate with 
the Bureau in every detail in obtaining information regarding OOID 
during hia employment at the coii 9 >any, but stated that the records of 
the company were very poorly kept during OOLD‘s period of eB5)loyiBent.

An Engagement Slip was also fVirnlshed for the Pennsylvania 
Sugar Company which indicated that OOID was employed by the eospany 
as a chemist in the laboratory on July 1, 192:0. GOLD signed this 
slip and a photographic copy is being made of his signature before 
returning the slip to the coapary. 


An attempt was made to determine GOID's complete record of 
vacations taken during his period of employment with the company. ' 

However, only one such record was found. This was found in the 
Payroll Register for the year 19U« for the Penn^lvania Alcohol and 
Chemical Corporation. This record showed that for the week ending / 

September 3, 19hh, OOID received extra pay in advance for a vacation / j 
the foUowing ireek. The record for the week ending Septamber 10, 191:1* ' a V j/ 
hod the pay crossed out indicating that ho was not paid for that 
week. These records were interpreted by WEBER as shewing that GOLD ^ ' w 
took his vacation beginning S^tember 1:, 1914: for one week. ~ 
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records also indicated that VOHHEIX BODQHERTI, an extreme^iy close 
friend and Associate of G0IJ}*8 and also a eheMst in the same 
• laboratory, took his vacation at the seme time as OOLD. 

Similar records in the Payroll Register for 19U5 failed 
to disclose anj' vacation taken by OOID during that year* However, 
it was explained that records of vacations were not always recorded 
in this register. /The Payroll Register (or July 19h5t hmever, 
disclosed that DOubHKHTf had his vacation duzlng the week ending 
July IS# 1915, «nd REGIMA LOOKBAUOH, who was also wployed with OOID 
in the same laboratory, had her vacation during the week ending 
August 12, 19l;S* CLARENCE SPRATT, a supervisor of the laboratory at 
that time, also had his vacation during the week ending August 12, 

19h5* These vacation periods are being set out for use in interview- 
ing these people to assist them in recalling, if possible, idien 
GOLD had his vacation during that year^ 

Page 21 of a Loan Register kept by the company showed payments 
deducted from GOLD'S pay each pay day Scar the purpose of repaying a 
CSOO.OO loan male by the conpany. An entry of this register on 
September 23, 19k5 Indicated that $10*00 in cash was taken from GOLD'S 
vacation pay, September 17, 19li5, and deposited in the Pennsylvania 
Alcohol and Chemical Corporation cash receipts on September 21, 19l»5- 
An unsuccessful attempt to locate a further record of this vacation 

that OOID and DOUGHERTY both applied for 
I a loan of $500.00 from the Pennsylvania Sugar Ccsqpany on February , . 

/ 6, 19ii5 and, in their application, agreed to have withheld from 
' their salary a certain amount each month to begin on February 16, 

1915* These applications were signed by GOLD and DOUGHERTY. The - 
original application signed by the officials of the company approving 
this loan was then located at the New York office of the National 
Sugar Refining Company, of which the Pennsylvania Sugar Conpany is 
a division.

• It was also Indicated that HARRY GOLD was due $500.00 separation pay '• 
at that time. $91.90 of this amount was deducted for income tax 
pdrposes, leaving fUiOS.lO, which was paid by check number 770 of the 
Pennsylvania Alcohol and Chemical Corporation. This cancelled check 
was located hy JOSEPH RYAN in the Payroll Department and furnished 
to the agents for photographing. This check was dated January 31, 

19L6 and was signed by JOSEPH A. WEBER and another conpany official 
and was endorsed by HARRY OOID on the back in addition to his 
identification signature on the face of the check. A star?) on the 
back of this check indicated that it was cashed at the Real Estate 
Trust Company on February 8, 19U6, . ^ . 

During the process of atten?>ting to locate vacation records, 
other records for OOID were found and furnished by RIAN at the 
Payroll Department. These do not represent the complete payroU 
records for GOLD during his entire period of employment. 

• The Payroll Record for the year 1935 for the Pennsylvania 
Sugar Company reflected that OOID was transferred from the Refinery 
Payroll on Deewnber 1, 1935- At that tine his rate of pay ws ^ 
$110.00 per month. A noUtion in the Payroll Recerd for 1936 indica^ 
that GOLD Was transferred from the Refinery Payroll in S^tember 1936. 
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The Payroll Becord for the year 1937 indicated that he ms 
the payroll during all of that year. 

The Payroll Record for the year 1938 reflected that he 
resigned on September 15, 1938* He was not on the payroll during 
the year 1939, but the PoyroU Record for 19li0 reflected that he 
returned to work at the Pennsylvania Sugar Conpany on July 1, 19ij0 
and received $75«00 per half month until Octob^ 16, 19li0, at which 
time he received a alight increase. 

A Payroll Earnings Card Book for the Pennsylvania Alcohol 
and Chemical Corporation indicated that from the week ending January 
7 1 19U5 throv>gh the meek ending March 25» 19l*?> OOID received $U8.U6 
per week which, with deductions, amounted to 036.70 per week. On 
April 1, 19l$t COLD received a pay increase to 060.00 per week idiich 
ms retroactive to January 1, 19l;?» The difference in this pay 
from January 1, 19h$ to April 1, 19U^ amounted to $138. it6 whidi, 
with deductions, netted 0102*12 This amount was p^d to QOID in 
cash along with his regular pay at that time. Prom April 1, 191^ 
through December 30, 19U5. OOID received $60.00 per week which, with 
deductions, amounted to 0a^.20 per week. 

During 19U5, GOLD had deducted from his salaxy 03.00 per 
week for Oovemment bonds. An extra payment was made to GOLD cn 
Deceiiber 23, 19U5 as a O$0.00 Christmas bonus. With deductions, 
this amounted to 039.^0 irtiich ms paid in cash. 

Mr. RQBEHT TUSON, Process Superintendent, Fenn^lvanla 
Sugar Coiiparor, was formerly in charge of the Pennsylvania Alcohol 
and Chemical Corporation laboratory idiere OOID was esployed as 
Chemical Sx 5 )ervisor. TUSON was interviewed by the agents on May 25, 

1950. He stated he entered cm duty gbi April 1, 19h5, at idilch .. 
time GOLD was a chemical engineer tinder NHiESIO ALVARE, 'who was 
Plant Manager of bo^ the Pennsylvania Alcohol and Chemical Corpor- 
ation and *^0 Siboi^ Distilling Coa^pany. Mr. FIQiDERICK STETSON was 
OOLD^s immediate ei?)ervisor as Plant Superintendent of the Pennsyl- 
vania Alcohol end Chemical Corporation. When STETSON was laid off 
on June 15, 19h5, TUSON took his position. OOID worked under TUSON 
until Pebruary 1, 19h6, at which time GOLD was laid off because the 
production (derations were discontinued. ' 

TUSON recalled that COLD and MORRELL DOUGHERTT, who worked ■ • ' 
with him at the Pennsylvania Alcohol end Chemical Corporation laboratoty, 
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were Insepardsle friends and aesocia^s. He described GOID *8 a 
ijuiet and retiring person irtio let DOUGHEKTX do ntost of hi s t alking 
for him. OOU) was described as an Introvert, while DOCWHEimf was . 
described as an extrovert. He recalled that GOLD and DOUGHExdT 
went on a business trip to the American Distilling Company at 
Pekin, 111. and the Hiram tfaUcer Distilloiy at Peoria, HI. aonetlxne 
between June 1$ and August 1, 19U9, to the best of his recollection. 
They visited these distilleries to obtain Information regarding 
grain fermentation for production of beverage spirits. He, believed 
this trip was primarily for the purpose of using this information 
to obtain more alcohol In connection with a grain holiday, which he 
believed to have been declared by “Uie Govemnent in August 
The Pennsylvania Alcohol and Chemical Corporation had been obtaining 
their alcohol from aolasses and hoped to use the extra grain available 
during this holiday period declared by the Qovemment for the purpose 
of adding to their available alcohol for the production of beverage 
spirits . 

TOSOH did not recall the exact dates during whidi this 
trip was made but believed It to have been approximately two weeks 
dviration. He checked his records and obtained copies of reperts 
submitted by 'OOID and DOUGHillirr describing their visits' to these 
distilleries and their conclusions based on the visits. He noticed 
that Page 2 of these conclusions stated, "We must inprovise seme 
tomodiate system for cooling the fermenters this summer. It would 
be a pity to lose all of this producUon, particularly during ^ 
beverage period, “ Because of this statement, TUSON believed that 
this visit must have been made either prior to, or early in the 
sunraer of 19U5. TUSON furnished these reports for photostating 
or photographing as desired by this office. 


TUSON unsuccessfully attenpted to recall when GOLD tortc * 

his vacation in 19h5- He did recall that DOUGIERTT took his 
vacation early in the vacation period and, therefore, believed that — 
GOLD probably tool: his vacation later. Re believed that both 
DOUGHERTY and GOID were nob on vacation at the same time. 



TUSON recalled that in approximately December 191*5, he 
received information from RICHASD BOWERS, who was then employed 
as a* Laboratory Assistant in that laboratory, that numerous items 
of equipment were missing. TUSON diecked aiwi found that these 
items were in fact missing and consisted of laboratory equipment • 
of the nature of a Wostphal balance, a ^nenemoter, sets of "matchod” 
thermometers covering successive ranges, and other similar typos of , 
laboratory equipment. These Items would be useful for a laboratoiy ; 
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chemist or technician, but were readily available at laboratory 
equipiDent and chemical supply houses, nevertheless, the total 
items i&lssing represented a large financial loss to the conpany. 

TUSON stated that, becadse of the actlms of DOUGItEHTT and 
GOLD, he was suspicious of them and, knovrlng that he would tell GOID, 
mentioned to DOUGHERTI that certain pieces of equipment were miasiig 
and that he thought it would be a good idea if he checked his equip- 
ment in before leaving so that no one would be likely to accuse them 
of taking the equipment after they had left. According to TUSON, 
immediately following his talk with UOUGHERTf, the missing equipment 
began to reappear, and that when it was finally checked there were 
no major Ite^ missing. 

TUSON recalled that he noticed, during his association with 
OOUGHCRTY and GOLD, that they appeared to be holding back some 
information regarding chemical analyses, etc., that they had made 
and that he and other officers of the plant had the unea^ feeling 
that their results were not to be trusted. He Ibrther recalled that 
the Laboratory Assistant, RICHAIZD BCCJERS, had been told by DOUGHERTT 
nob to turn in any results of laboratory analyses without clearing 
th<an with OOID or DOUGHERIT. He further recalled that neither 
DOUGHEIHT nor OOIJ) appeared anxious to turn in Informatiwi without 
first talking it over with the other, 

TUSON Indicated that their records were so set vp that 
OOID would have had access to all technical data regarding 
distilling and refining processes and could have easily removed or 
celled this Inforaation without arousing suspicion. GOLD was sn 
exceptionally hard wo rice r and frequently worked evenings, Sundays, 
etc. TUSON stated that he did not believe any offte information 
in connection with any of the distilling or refining processes 
available to OOID to be of a eecret nature. He stated that It was 
readily available generally throughout the industries, but indicated 
that it may have been of help to backward nations. 



TUSON recalled that CIJUB3JCE HUNT, who worked with yeast 
and had numerous contacts with the laboratoaT^, know both DOUGHEFiTr 
and COLD and that DOUGHERIT bad frequently borrowed HUNT'S automobile. 


^ Mr. JOSEPH TJEBEFl checked the records for HUNT and advised 

that he was first en^loyed at the oo&pany June 10,1937 end resigned 
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jBti April 18, 19U6. Hovrever, on February 11, 1916, he left the Alcohol 
/plant and went to work for the Peawisylvania Sugar Company. His last 
/ knoim address was U716 D Street, Fhlladel|diia, Pa. 

TUSON and WEBER also famished the names of the following 
individuals who were associated with OOID other than those previous^jr 
mentioned: 


GUSTAV ("Doc") REICH, who was eaployed at the Pennsylvania 
Sugar Company on October 1, 1928 and resigned September 30, 19li5. 

He was indicated as presently enployed for himself in the Packard 
BuiOdir^ in Philadelphia. 

CLAIHE BLETMAN was enployed as a Chemical Assistant, 

April 10, 19li5 and resigned January U, 19U6. Her last Ipvcwm address 
was 251:9 South Oalloway Street, Philadelphia, Pa.

The records indicated that UARI COLLINS was enplo^d 
in the laboratory with OOIH as a Chemist from August 13, 19li5 to ^ -

Mr. A. J. HOEHN, Treasurer of the National Sugar Refining , 
Company in New York, idio toppened to be in Philadelphia on May 25, 
1950, was contacted by Agent PXERCE. Ur. H0EH7} was asked how the 
expenses for business t^ps which were taken by GOLD and DOUGHERTY 
might have been recorded in the coepany records. Hr. HOEHN suggested 
checking the petty cash receipts which, with the assistance of 
JOSEPH RYAN of the Payroll Dapartoent, was done without locating 
aiv record of trips by GOLD. 

Ur. HOEHN then suggested that contact be made with A. E. 
HAltILTON, who was formerly in charge of the Pennsylvania Alcohol 
and Cheonical Corporation. Ur. HAMILTOH had his main office in New 
York «id visited Philadelphia approximately one day each week in 
orde^ to handle the business of the corporation. He believed that 
HAMILTON was probably the man who authorised business trips for 
OOID. 

Kr. HOEIfN further suggested that Mr, NORiVlN PEOPLES, 

Sight Plant Supervisor, be interviewed because he believed that he ; 
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hferi arranged for and signed the contract with GOLD for the $^00.00 
loan which the Pennsylvania Sugar Cwipany granted. 

Ih*. NORHAN lEOPLES, Bight Plant Supervisor, was contacted 
on May 25, 1950 by_thfi_A£Spfca, at which time he stated that be could 
not recall definitely, but he believed that either DOUGHERTT or 
COLD had taken a business trip to Terre Haute, Ind. to visit the 
Cotamercial Solvents Corporation. He did yiot Icnoir the exact date of 
/ this trip but believed it to have been sometime between Ceceniber 
Cy 19Ul and Februaiy 19U6. He further recalled that both DOOCWERTI 
and GOLD had taken the trip previously described by TUSON. In 
that connection he stated that the trip was a hurry-up affair and 
it may have been financed by an advance drawn on a check made 
payable to him instead of to either DOUGHERTY, GOLD, or both; and 
that this might have explained idiy no records appeared in the 
oonpapy records regarding the eapenses for this trip. 

All "of the persons interviewed (on this dat^ the 
Pennsylvania Sugar Con;)any stated that OOlD and DO UGH S RTY were 
inseparable friends and associates and that DOUGHERTT did most of 
the talking for the two men, while GOLD stayed in the background 
and talked to Very few people except DODCaiERTY. They indicated 
that GOLD was much the more intelligent of the two and that DOUGHERTY 
used COLD'S intelligence in talking with other people to get his 
point across. -

mixups occurred regarding the correct name for the eoopanies with 
which GOLD was employed or associated.

I talked to Judge McOHAKUCf h»30 p.n. in response to his request that I get in 
touch with him, "and he stated he had been advised that 'me planned to have HAERT 
GOLD broight to the office toriorrow for questioning and that he wanted to 
suggest that since there was some indication that HARET QOU) ni^t have a lawyer 
we advise the Bureau of the facts before maJeinc any ajranganenta to have him 
brought to the office. He said he had no thought that it wasn‘t all right, but he 
thought we should make certain it was clear with the Department.

SA T- SCOTT MILLER called during the afternoon of *5/29/50 end stated that HARRT 
GOLD had advised the Agents that be iranted to request Judge HcGRAKERT to assign 
him an attorney. Agent KILLER advised that HARRT GOLD wanted to do this so that 
he can tell his father he hae an attorney with the thou^t In wind that this will 
put his father's Bind at ease. He asked the Agents to stake the airangeoents with 
the Warden to let him call Judge KcGHANERT* 

This information was transmitted to Kr. BEIKC^IT of the Bureaui and, in accordance 
with his suggestions. Agent UILIIR was advised that OOU) should be advised to can- 
municate with the Wai^en and make a request of him; that Agent VILLQl should advise 
the Warden of KARHT COLD'S desire and request, and inform him that it ires up to 
him. 

Agent HILLER stated '^at GOLD has advised him that he was going to tell the Judge 
that he wanted an attorney appointed and advised of the following stipuLatlons: 

(1) that he will plead guilty j (2) that the attorney will allow him to continue 
talking to the FBIi and (3) that the attorney not be a "radical" or have any "red" 
leanings.’ 

Judge UcGRMRilRT called and stated that be bad been contacted by HARRT GOLD and re- 
quested to appoint an attorney; that he planned on having him brought before him 
on Wednestky^ afternoon of this week; and that be would like to have tm> Agents as- 
signed to, with the torshal, bring GOLD before him on Wednesday afternoon. I told 
Judge KcGRAKERT that this would be taken up with the Bureau. 

The matter was presented to Ur. EEU/OIIT, and he advised that In view of the 
publicity attending this case the Agents* presence might be subject to misinter- 
pretation and, therefore, undesirable.

This information was conveyed to Mr. BEU!O^^F of the Bureau, and Siqjorvisor 
IIAR7.KHSTEII: was instructed to arrange for the discontinuance of the interviews until 
after the attorney was appointed, at vdiich tine

FRANK DION was interviewed 1;^ the writer on Hay 29, 1?50 and 
he furnished the following information: 


He reeidee at 1*906 Borer St, and is enplcyed by JACK TOBIN, 3111 
H, Allegheny Ave,, as a purchasing agent for children's dresses. FRANK UMIH 
is a cousin of the subject since UUIN's father and GOLD'S mother were brother 
and sister. Hr. UT/IN stated that he was never socially acquainted with HARHl 
GOLD and would guess he has not seen HARRY GOLD more than four or five times 
within the last ten years. The last time he had ai;r contact with GOLD was 
at the time of GOLD'S mother's death when he attended the funeral. He stated 
that the GOLD Family was a close toiit group who do not have very many close 
friends* He stated that it was impossible for him to furnish any Information 
. concerning the friends or associates of KARHY GOLD inasmuch as he was not that 
well acquainted with GOLD. 


' He also advised that at the time of HARRY GOLD'S arrest on Ifey 23rd 
JOSEPH GOLD,' brother of the subject, cwitacted him late in the evening and 
requested permission to bring their father to his residence so that the father 
vTOuld not be exposed to the unfavorable publicity which was going to be made 
public. This request was refused by FRAIIK DUHh He stated that he did not 
want to expose his family to such unfavorable publicity.

SCHIFBFR said that the owners of the cospai^ were JACK FORBES, his 
brother, and his father. He could not furnish any furtoer inforwa- 
tion concerning these persons* 

Numerous Inquiries in the neighborhood of 2nd and Thompson and 
2nd and Vaster Streets failed to reveal any other Individuals who 
were eiiqployed by the GIFTCRAFTFRS COWPANT or who bad any knowledge 
Of the conpany, except the above TRANK SCHITSER, ^ ‘ : 

Vr. JOHN J. VC CROOAN, 1353 North Hancock Street, the Republican 
Commltteeinan for that Ward, furnished the writer with the name of 
FRANK SCHIEBER. VC CROGAN said that he knew of no other persons who

Inasmuch as numerous inquiries could not determine the owners of the 
CIFTCRAFTERS COX'PANY and the fact that HARRT OOID was employed at 
that company in 1928 and the coBpary went out of business in 1931, It 
Is believed that the time necessary to determine the owners of the 
conpany is not Justified at this time. ~ ' ' 
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A newspaper article referring to an unknown Individual who applied for 
a position at the PHILADELPHIA GENERAL HOSPITAL at the sane time HARRY 
GOLD was being considered for a position was discussed with Dr, SAITUEL 
EELLET at the hospital > 

tJr. BELLET advised that at the time they were considering persons for the 
position given to HARRY GOLD, several individuals were questioned including 
one whom was thought to be rather radical and possibly urv-American* This 
individual was interviewed by several persons at the hospital, however, 
exhaustible checking by Dr. BELLET failed to reflect information adiich 
would disclose the person's name. 

The only information avoSLable which lai^t indicate the identity of this 
individual was the fact that Dr. BELIET and several others recalled that 
at about the time COLD was hired, this unknown individual wrote a letter 
to the hospital stating that he did not desire to be considered further 
for the position inasmuch as he bad obtoinsd a position with the BARTOL 
FOUMLATION at Swarthmore. 

This individual was described by Dr. EELLET as approximately 5 '10", 
weight 160 pounds, age 35, keen minded, a very quick talker, and be . . . . 

also recalled that the man was married and had three children. 

This information is being eet forth inasmuch as it may be desired to 
check with the JARTOL FOUNDATION and look into the background of this 
unknown Individual.

Stated that he had known HARRY GOLD since about 193^ when both were employed 
at the PEHNSYLVAHIA ALCOHOL COMPANY of the PEWiSYLVANIA SUGAR COIIPAIJY. 
y 'However, HUlfT stated that he did not become well acquainted with GOLD until 
' jabout 19U3. He said that prior to that time he had been a laborer with the 
'compary and had no occasion to form more than a speaking acquaintance with 
.GOLD, According to HUNT, his job terminated the latter part of 1916 and 
j COLD'S job had ceased about four months previously. 

HUHT related that about 1913 he was given the responsibility of handling 
yeast culture, which was used in laboratory experiments, and it was at this 
time that he becjm e better acquainted with GOLD as he delivered yeast 
culture to himTpHUNT sai d that this acquaintance grew to the extent that 
GOLD, JiORRELL Er DOUGHERTY and himself on occasion woiOLd attend sport events ' 
together. According to HUNT, GOLD was very fond of sports, especially base- 
ball, ^sketball end football. 

At this point, HUHT stated that the individual who, in his opinion, knew 
GOLD intimately and who was with him almost constantly at work and away from 
work, was DOUGHERTY. According to HUNT, DOUGHERTY and GOLD were almost in- . 
separable and appeared to be very close and intimate friends. AcconJlng to 
HUNT, Dr. RICH, Head of the Chemistry Laboratory, and JEAli LOOKEKBAUGH (ph) 
were also intimately acquainted with GOLD, and he said that he had heard 
that GOLD was considered to be the protege of Dr. RICH who held him in high 
esteem. 

^V/'HUNT continued that GOLD had been in his hooe about a half dozen times and 
^ ,'*ho had probably been in GOLD'S home perhaps three or four times; however, he 
\J / said that during his entire acquaintance with COLD he had never heard him 
/ say ez^hing which would cause him to doubt the subject. He said that he had 
always thought of GOLD as being an individual who would not knowingly do any- 
thing that* was wrong. 

. HUNT continued hy stating that he could not recall GOLD having taken a^y vaca- 
tions while he was employed at tlie PENNSYLVANIA ALCOHOL COKPANY. However, 
he said he could easily have taken vacations without his knowing it and added

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According to HUIJT, the records of thg PEKKSILVANIA AUJOHOL COMPANY would 
disclose when GOLD took vacations* (WNT could not recall tttat GOLD had ever 
JE^^Tscussed with him any vacations he bad taken or any trips that he had made. 
^ IhUHT stated that he thought It was odd that a chemist as capable as COLD 
should remain so long at the PENNSYLVAKIA ALCOHOL CCWPANY and work for such 
a small smount of money as tSlO.OO a month* However, he could give no ex- 
planation as to why COLD would do so.

HUNT again stated that he just covid not believe that GOLD would knowingly 
do anything that was wrong j however, he said that subject had access to all 
chemical processes in the plant and could easily have taken them away if he 
so desired. 


According to HUl^/'^LD was one of the hardest working men he had ever known . 
and often stayed until late at night working in the laboratory. He said that > 
he almost always carried a brief case full of work h«ae with him at night. ^ 


HUirr related that DOUGIIEHTY would often borrow his car which he and HfiRRY COLD 
would use . He said that he did not believe the car was ever taken out of 
town and that he doubted if they had used it much over an hour on any one 
occasion. He said that he could not recall what it was used for in every 
instance but he did know that they sometimes used it to go to lunch and at 
other times went after supplies in it. He added that they usually borrowed 
it around noon time. 


Regarding DOUGHERTY, HUNT stated that although he and GOLD were inseparable - 
they were as different as night and day. He said that DOUOKERTY was a super . 
salesman who could sell a person on aln»st anything; however, be added that 
'DOUGHERTY was not nearly as likeable as GOLD.

Airs. KOFFA stated that she remembers HARRY COLD» who was employed there 
at the saice time, and that he appeared to be a close friend of KOI^LL E. 
DOUGHERTY, who was also a chemist at the PENNSYLVANIA SUGAR COtTAW. 
said that the two were often together and quite f reouently were with JEAN 
LOOKENBAUDH (phonetic). 

Regarding GOLD, Krsi KOFFA stated that he appeared to be a very brilliant 
man who was very capable and extremely exacting. However, she said that 
her personal opinion, based on observations of him, was that he was mal- 
adjusted socially and did not know how to conduct himself properly in con- 
versation. $he ejqjlained this by saying that when he was conversing on 
subjects having to do other than with work, he usually appeared 111 at ease 
and his face would often flush. However, she eaid that be was congenial 
to work with and was always pleasant, lire. KOFFA continued by sayli^ ^t 

V she could not recall COLD having taken a vacation during the time ehe knew - 

\ him and had never heard him dlacuss any vacations, tripe, or places wtere 
had been. 

She concluded by stating that it seemed odd to her that DOUGHERTY and 
GCaU were let out of their jobs with the excuse that their positions had 
tenainated when there were others i^o might not have been as capable, from 
*an experience standpoint, who were placed in other laboratories wlonging 
to the same compary. , 

^ She stated that BILL BCROS, telephone 0V1-Ai 0052 » had worked for the 

^ PENNSYLVANIA SUGAR CCAiPANY before entering the Army and upon his retutn 

was re-employed by the company. Hhcn his job In the laboratoiy had ceased, 

. ,he WES placed in one of the other laboratories, KOFFA stated that in con- 
versations, BOWERS had Indicated that he had no use for either GOLD or 
DOUGHERTY. Mrs. KOt'FA cautioned that she wished this last bit of Infonnatlon 
to be regarded as confidential. 1 C' 
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Dr. KEICH stated that about 19li3 COU) was transferred to the PENNSIL7AMIA 
ALCOHOL and CHEl'.ICAL UiOEiATCRY and that he had very little association 
with hiE after that. He stated that GOLD and KORRELL E. DOUGHERTY were 
extremely friendly and were always together. According to Dr. REICH, 
roUOHERIY and OCLD wer^so close to each other that they called them the 
•Gold Dust Twins. « According to Dr. REICH, if GOLD wanted to discuss eorae- 
thing with him DOUGHERTY would always come with GOLD to do the talking. 

He added that if he gave either- DOUGHERTY or GOLD some research work, it 
was the same as giving it to both of their since they would get together and 
discuss it and eventually work on It together* 

He said that GOLD was extremely good natured and on many occasions would 
assist other chemiBtB,who were attending school, with their chemistry F>ro- 
hiems. ^ ■ ' 

» Dr. REICH said that GOLD never discussed politics with him and that he 
had no reason to believe him to be a Conanunist or Conrcunist syii?>athi»er. 

He added that GOLD never said or did anything which would in any way in- 
dicate that he was disloyal to the United States. Dr. REICH said that to 
his knowledge, GOLD never removed any technical data from the plant. He 
was unable to furnish any information ctwicerning COLD'S vacations nor could 
he recall that GOLD took various trips on official business for the ccaqiany. 

Dr. REICH stated that In 1914? GOLD came to his office and attempted to borrow 
wSOO.OO. GOLD indicated at that time that he was working on plastics and 
that his employer was nearly bankrupt and owed him several months pay. OCLD 
indicated he needed the money to live on until his emplcyer could get his 
financial condition in such sh^ as to pay him hie back salary. Dr. REICH 
.did not loan him the money. 

Dr. REICH said that he vaguely recalls that GOLD mentioned BROTHliAH but 
could not recall If GOLD mentioned working for him.

On Ray 31, 1950, the writer Interviewed THOVAS t.wflACK at his i^ace 
of employment, THE CHARLES W. BERG LABORATORIES, at Ife? Worth 5th 
Street, Philadelphia, lir. BLACK adviaed he is acting in the capacity 
of a Consulting Chemist for. the BRRG LABORATORIES and that he resides 
at 1929 North 6th Street in Philadelphia, a rooming house. BLACK advised 
that he has known KARRY GOLD since 1933 and considered OCLD a fine, vp^ 
standing chemist and never had any reasons to doubt his loyalty to 
the United States. v . 


BLACK advised that he himself was a somber of the Communist Party from 
1933 to about 1936 or 1937 in Jersey City, New Jersey. BLACK advised j, : 
that be belonged to one of the three sections at that time in Jersey 
City and was well acquainted with most of the Party members in Jersey ' ' . 

City. He stated that although he was acquainted with GOLD at that time, .

On May 25, 1950 SA T. S. MILLER, JR. telephoned from Holmesburg Prison at it: 25 
p.a, and said that GOLD had requested a visit from his brother and father. He 
apparently understood that he could see them once per veek. One of the guards 
however, was of the opinion that he could receive visits only once per month. 

It was desirable to deternine what day the brother and father would make their 
visit so that we would not be taking GOLD from the priaon to the Field Office 
for questioning on that day. 

GOLD also asked if he could spend about 30 mimites with one of the people from 
the Philadelphia General Hospital, preferably Miss BELL, so that he could advise 
her of the status of three or four tests and experiments which he was perfcarmLng 
and tell her what remains to be done. Further, he expected the arrival of some 
chemicals in a shipment that he ordered, and only he knew idiat they ^re for* 

Subsequently ASAC HINZE spoke with Warden BEVERIDGE at Bolmesburg, who advised 
him that the brother and father wo\ild be visiting on May 26 and would be permitted 
visits twice a month thereafter. ASAC KENZE also (poke to JOHN LEAHY, Deputy 
Marshal, 'and advised him of the intention of having GOLD brought to the Philadel- 
phia Office for interview. At that point, it was intended that he would be 
brought down for the first time on Saturd^, May 27, so as not to interfere with 
the proposed visit of his brother and father on May 26. Marshal LEAHY had 
agreed to have GOLD brought down but asked if the FBI would furnish transporta- 
tion. This was agreed to. He also asked to be advised if the FBI should learn 
that GOLD had obtained an attonisy. 

It was subsequently decided on May 26, 1950, that facilities for the interview of 
GOLD were adequate at the prison and no purpose would be served at this time by 
removing him to the FBI office for questioning. Chief Deputy Marshal HAMMIL

Mr. -WALTER A. R. PERTUCK, Head Librarian at the fY^anklin Institute, 

20th Street and Benjamin Rranklin Parkway, advised on June 1, 1950 
that HARRY GOLD, 6823 Kindred Street, Philadelphia, was a member of 
, ' > the Institute since February, 19li6. PERTUCH said that he had come 
. ■ in contact with GOLD on only one or two occasions, but that GOLD 

'' i used the library of the Institute about once a week. He said that 
/ GOLD was primarily interested in chemistry and that as far as he 
knew, GOLD never used any other books or facilities of the library, 
except those pertaining to chemistzy. He advised that GOLD was a 
quiet and polite sort of individual who talked to people very 
seldom and who never forced his acquaintance on any of the other members. 

PERTUCH said that GOLD had one man to whom he talked quite frequently 
by the name of BLACK. 

PERTUCH also advised that a Mr. BOND, a sales agent for the Institute, 
had solicited GOLD'S membership. He said that BOND had died about a 
year and a half ago and, therefore, he could not say how BOND met 
•GOLD. He alsosaid that it was not necessary for any member of the 
Institute to recommend or to propose membership for another individual. 

He explained that BOND probably solicited GOLD'S membership and that 
he may have obtained GOLD'S name either from his place of eii?)lcyment 
or from another source. He further explained that membership in the 
Institute was solicited quite regularly by. the Institute's own staff 
of sales agents. 



Miss RUTH APPLEGATE, Library Assistant, The FTanklin Institute, who 
resides at 357 North Rolling Road, Springfield, Delaware County, Pa,, 
advised that she knew nothing about GOID except that he was quiet and 
seldom spoke to anyon^with the exception of a Mr. THOMAS L. BLACK, 
She said that BLACK and GOLD would meet In the library about once 
every two weeks and that they would occasionally call the library to 
cancel a meeting or to leave a call for the other person. She said 
these meetings have been going cni since last Fall (191^9) to the best 
of her knowledge. 


She further erqilalned that BLACK was primarily interested In "British 
Patents". She said that every time he comes into the library, he

why BLACK was so interested in these above patents.

Judge WcGRAl'I^RY called at 3. 30 p.m. and stated that he had just appointed JO® 

D. M. IIAT'ILTOW counsel for HARRY OOLDj that HAHRI GOLD had conferred vdth him 
and agreed to accept him as his counsel. He suggested that I call at his office 
and meet Mr. HAMILTON and take up any matters I desired with him. 

aA T. SCOTT ^iCLLLR and I proceeded to Judge McGSiANERY's chambers and met Itr. 
HAiJILTON. It was ascertained that AUGUSTUS S. BALLARD had been appointed associate 
counsel at the suggestion of ttr. HAIilLTON. Messrs. HA?^ILT0N and BALLARD were 
conferring vdth HARRY GOLD in Judge l^cGRA^^ERY•s chambers. Duiing this conference, 
lir. HAICTLTOII came over and stated that IIARiY GOLD had requested that Agents talk 
to him as soon as his conference vdth llr. llA3itILT0N was over. 

As soon as the conference was over, SA T. SCOTT KILLER spoke to HARRY GOLD at one 
end of the conference table, and GOLD informed him of three men whom ho had been 
in contact vdth who were involved vdth him in espionage activities. Two turned 
over information to him, and one TllOfUlS L. BLACK, a chemist in philadelpliia, 
originally brought him into espionage work. Another, AL SLACK, was the man menr* 
tioned by him previously, whom he had contacted in Rochester, H. Y., and ■^nom he 
had previously identified as lURTIK. The third ^7as a soldier at the time in Al- 
buquerque, NevT 'Mexico. 

I spoke to Mr. HAIIELTON and requested permission from him to interview his client, 
HARRY GOLD, on a continuing basis. He stated that HARRY GOLD had expressed a de- 
sire to be interviewed by Agents and that, therefore, he had no objection and 
his permission was granted. He was advised that Agents would rcsme intervievring 
HARRY GOLD with his permission. I also advised him that we desired his permission 
to arrange for a search of the GOLD home, and he stated that he would contact JOSEPH 
GOLD to-night relative to this permission and would call me tonight and advise me 
of the result of his contact with JOSEPH and whether or not permission was granted. 

The above information was transmitted to Mr. HENNRIGH of the Bureau. Agent MILLER 
talked to l,!r. HKHNRICH and advised him of the results of his interview with lir. 

GOLD. Agent JENSEN advised him of the information in this office on THOllAS L. 

BLACK. It is noted that BLACK was interviewed by Agents of this office on 5/31/50. 
Itr. HENIHUCH agreed that it would be necessary to talk to JIARRY GOLD and get more 
ponplctc infonaation as coon as possiblo. I infonnod him that arrangements were 
being attempted to interview him further "tonight. Ho stated that it vrould bo ad- 
visable to locate HLAGi: and r,ial:c certain that ho didn't get av^ay from us or, if he 
did leave this area, that we would know of his whereabouts. I told him we -would
